Six thousand years ago, whon, according to 
the learned and traveled Dr. Mustipastt, Adam 
was repelling, zingle-handed, the incursiona of 
the barbarous hordes of wostern Asia, the A- 
pache had attained tos state of refinement 
verging closely upon the elegant. (“Hist Ap. 
Civ,” XLVI, pp 19, 370 et neq.) The lively 
Greck afterwards surpassed him in the arts, 
when, atung with envy; the Apache flew to dia- 
aipation, gambled away his self-respect, and 
has now fallen go low asto become a pension 
er upon the heirstothe virtues of his success- 
ful rival, who have ma,nanimously burthened 
themselves with’ his support, in the style to 
which he has been accustomed.

‘CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
OF THE 


Bureay of Mines and Mining Statistics of 
the Pacitic Coast. 


2 


Adopted at a Meoting of tho Dircotors hold at 
San Francisco, Merch 2, 1871. 


2 ARTICLE I, 

This association ghall bo knows as the Bu- 
reau of Mines and Mimhg Statistics of the Pe- 
oific coast. Tho Bureau shall be constituted 
by the election of sue delegate from each 
o unty in the States of California, Nevada, 
Oregon, aud Ruch other adjoining Staten and 
Territories as muy elect to send delegates to 
tho annual convention. tho affairs of the 
Buesau shall be conducted hy a Board af sove 
en directors, three of whom may be the legal 

epreventatives of foreign nations, accredited 
to the United States, and residents on the Pas 
cific coast. 

‘ ART. 2. 

The officers of the Bureau shall be a Pragi~ 
dent, Vice President, Secretary, and Treasurer, 
who ehell be elected from the members of the 
Board of Directors. The Directors shall be 
elected at the annual meeting of the Bureau, 
which shall bo held on the socond Tuesday in 
September in each year; and they shall hold 
office until their auecensars are elected and 
qualified. The Directors, when elected, shall, 
within twenty days thereafter, meet and organ- 
26 by tho election of ofñcerm of the Bureau for 
the enguing year, 

ART. 3. 

The object of the bureau chall be to estab- 
lish a sourco of correct sud reliable informa- 
tion to toreigu ani domustic capitalista “aud 
other porsons who muy desire to obtein infor- 
mation respecting mines and mining property, 
and thereby furnish a» channe: for the invest- 
mont of capital, and encourages tho develop- 
mont and working of valucble mines on the 
Pacific coast. 

ART. fl. 

The business of the Bureau shall be conduct- 
od by n Board ofseven Directors, three of whom 
may be tha legal representatives of foreign 
nations necredited to the United States and 
resident on the Pacific const. And it shall be 
thoir duty, whan requested so to do, to ezam- 
ine or cause tobe ezumined the title and 
character of all mining property that may be 
laid before them for that purpose, and report 
cho game; which report shall be entered upon 
the booka of the Bureau, 

ART. 6. 


Tho Board of Directors shall cause books to 
bo opened by tho Sserotary for the registration 
of minos; and parties desiring to register mineo, 
shall, over their own signaturo, proporiy wit- 
noogsod,; furnish a otatement of the locality of 
tho mino or mines, the title to the came, the 
character of tho ore, and the kind of mineral 
it contains, tho number of shares of fect it 
contains, whether incorporated or not, and if 
30, Where and in what State or Territory, cho 
amount ef and kind, if auy, of tho improvo- 
monts theroon, tho diaranco from traugportation 
by wator or railroad to Ban Franeisco or New 
York, and auch other information as the Board 
of Directors may require. 

ART. 6, 

Tho Board ot Directors may hold their 
mectinga as afton as tho Presidont may decom 
boot for eho interosts of tho Association, No- 
tico thoroof shall bo givon at least ten days 
previous to duch tacoting by dopositing a write 
ton notico addrosaod to tho Diroctora covorally 
in tho poat ofico or ohr oldeco, provided, 
that upon tho vritton applichtion or requost of 
four moraborg, tho Presidoat shall call a spes 
cial mooting, giving nut less than five daye 
notico of timo and place. 

At any mosting four wombeors shall consti- 
tito a quorum for tho transaction of bactaons,

Tho Peosidont shall prosido at all racetinns 
of tho Board of Directors, and shall civo the 
casting Voto in caso ofa tio. Mo shall olco ape

majority of the Board of Directors shall have 
firat approved, j 

He shall also, in conjonction wth tha Seg- 
rotary, or othar offieas, agmointeg bw the Board, 
employ a wining ort of mining onginoer 
to examine the locality eui mining property 
and make a report zieren when requested te 
do so by any party who has caused to be regis- 
tered in the book kept far that purpose, any 
mine, or mints, provided tho party. requesting” 
such exüminalibu sbali depysita sum of mone! 
ey mificfent topay the necéésuyy Bxpenses for 
that purpoce, with the:Secretary, Ho shail als 
80 epproveand conntersign all hills, checks or 
orders drawn on the Treasurer. 

ART. 8, 
“VICE PRESIDENT. 

In the absence or inability to attend the 
meeting ofthe Board of Directors for any cause, 
bythe President, the Vice President shall be 
charged with all the duties, and have the same 
power os the President, 

ART. 9. 

The Seeretary shall attend all meetings of 
the Board of Directors, and keep a record of 
their proceedings, in a book provided for that 
purpose, and also, receive, register, and care- 
fully file and preserve, all copies of titles, 
records, documents, reports and papers de- 
posited inthe Bureau for examination and 
reference, and enter the name oi the party who 
deposited the same, in a book provided for that 
purpose. 

He shall also keep an accurate account of 
all moneys paid for registering and filing copies 
of titles, records, document» and papers in the 
Bureae, and receipt for tho same to the party 
paying it, He shall siso deposit all money

The Directors may adopt such by-laws and 
rules for the government of the Bureau as they 
may deom necessary to the cbjecta and intors 
onts of the association. The bv laws end rulos 
adopted by the Bareau may no ailerad, repeals 
od, amended or changed at any meoting by 
a vote of giz of the members of the Board of 
Directors.

trious people, on the one hand, and the pam- 
pering of the accursed Apache on the other, 

Ifthe government can afford to feed three 
or four thousand Apaches at the military res- 
ervations in Arizona, the better toenable them 
to desolate the country, it is only fair to sup- 
pose that good, ‘industrious Indians in actual 
want, should likewise obtain agceor. For two 
successive seasons the crops planted by the 
Papagos have failed from want of rain, and 
the prospects of an abundant crop at present

ner makes out a case for impeachment of s 
much more serious nature than, that worked 
up against President Johnsen. There need be 
no fear that General Grant will be impenched, 
however, except in a political sense, and RO 
one desires to see him brought to trial in any 
other way; for hia errors, grave as they may 
have been, arise from his ignorance of publio 
affairs, hia military education and the mischiey- 
ous influences around him, more than from 
lack of patriotism or desire to he a usurper, 

We have been disposed to sustain Gen- 
eral Grant on account of the services he rens 
dered the country in the war, and believing 
he was honest, haying hope at the same time 
that with experience he would show some 
capacity for statesmanship; but he hag failed 
and we see little else bur blunders both in our, 
domestic and foreign alfairs, Public senti- 
ment in every direction, and even in Naw Eng- 
land, the stronghold of radical republicanism, 
is turningagainst him. At the very lime the 
tide of public opinion was thug turning, as 
clearly showu by the elections, the President 
quarrelled and attempted to whip into hig meas 
sure. Mr, Sumner, the foremost man in the 
Senate and one of the oldest and mast efis 
cient men that burt upthe party which puthim 
in the White House. We ove the unmeainte 
yegult, though wa have not yet seen all the cone 
sequences of this mistake, Then loak -at the 
wretched failnre of tha administration policy 
toward the South.

No 
fish or other ovidence of life is soen within
